Narrative of the Traditions, Manners 
and Customs of the Moquis Indians, 


‘Written from the Verbal Narrative of Hi- 
der Ira Hatoh, by Jas. A. Little. 


{From the Deseret News.) 


INTRODUCTION, 


The Moquis occupy six villages, located some 
distance south of the Colorado River, Elder 
Hatch estimates the number of inhabitants at 
„nont 3,000. Wnalpie Is the pame of the principal 
village. 

In accordance with the wisdom and philanthro- 

y which have ever characterized the Indian pol- 
ey of President Brigham Young, several expedi- 
tions have been sent to tbose villages, thelr design 
being to improve the condition of that people by 
supplying them with useful articics, to teach 
them the principles of the gospel, and to prepare 
the way, if possible, for thelr deliverance from 
bondage to the surrounding tribes; for they 
appear to have been subject to a forced tribute 
to the more warlike people around thetn, sinee n 
forlorn remnant of their ancestors sought safety 
from entire destruction in their prese ut places of 
refuge. 

During the visit of 3 company to them in 1862, 
commanded by Capt. Jacob Hamblin, they decid- 
ed to send a deputation of three of their number 
tu Salt Lake City, As hostages for the safe return 
of this deputation, and to improve their acquai- 
tance with the Moquis ard their language, Elders 
Ira Hatch, Thales Haskell and Johlel MeConneill, 
remamed until the return of the deputation, in 
March, 1863, a period of about three months, It 
is from the verbal unrration of the traditions, man- 
ners and customs of this people, the knowledge 
of which was principally obtained during this 
sojourn among them, from which this narrative is 
written. 

THE MOQUIS. 

The present Moquis people are traditionated 
that their forefathers eaute from the seacoast in 
the southwest They appear to have no idea of 
the time that hag elapsed since their migration 
hither They were rich 10 cattle and the neccs- 
gnrics of Hte, and understood t be mapufacture and 
the use of edge tools, but their childr n have lost 
the art of making them They think that but a 
few generations bave passed away sluce their 
ancestors occupied an extensive portion of the 
country m which they now reside, both north and 
south of the Colorado, but they were slaughtered 
and driven by their enemies, until a rei Unant were 
compelled to locate In their present places, which 
are capable of easy defense, compared with the 
open country Atthe tune the Piede nation drove 
them across the Colorado, a mutual compact was 
entered into by the contending parties, that uei- 
ther of them should ever cross that river. «Al 
though the Pedes have broken this treaty long 
siuce, When the deputation of the Moquis crossed 
the Colorado on their way to Salt Lake City, they 
suid they were the iret of their people who had 
broken that treaty. 

About four generations ago, the principal chief 
of the Oriba village and his family are aid to have 
been white A young man and woman, seen by 
Elder Hatch, said to be descendants of this chict, 
were Albino in complexion 

It is seldom that very large or small men are 
aren among the Moquis They are generally from 
five feet tour inches to five feet ten inches io 
heuht, with a duc muscular development, capable 
of carrying heavy burdens, and euduring great 
tatigue. 

They differ from Indians genucrally in complex- 
ion, having dark brown huir and eyes, Instead 
of black, and dark skin, but not copper col- 
ored. 

THEIR RELIGION 


Their religion cannot be strictly called idola- 
trous, as they do not worship images, but eon- 
sider them the representations of ideas Their 
rehgious rites and ceremonies appeared to be 
ample, and at least hurmiecas in thelr tendencies 
They call their deny * Tow-wan-c-na,” or Sun 
Father They believe that he governs that orb, 
and has the dispensing of lis blessings of light 
and heat. This god le represented by an image, 
made of wood and stone, of a fisorite chief, who 
died more than three generations ago. This per- 
sonage now resides in the heavens, from which be 
dispenses the blessings of hte, and especially those 
of rain and fruitful seasons upon the fairhtul. If 
bis children me not humble and obedient, be pun- 
ishes them by withdrawing his blessings. 

The How-we-ona, or sacred temple, ts the head 
workshop of the village, but at the time of relig- 
ious ceremonies it is vacated by the laborers, and 
used exclusively for sacred performances. The 
representative of thelr deity sits enthroned on a 
rude pedestal in the uorth end of the building. 
Ite bead and breast are decorated with costly 
beade and feathers, and strings of sacied sea- 
shells, which were worn by their fatbers who 
came from the seashore The eyes of the image 
arv directed to the middle of the floor, where are 
placed wooden images of all hinds of domestic 
fuwla, such as doves, chickens, etc. These Images 
are painted and decorated with feathers, in imita- 
tion of nature. By the side of these images of 
fowls are placed the skins of wild beasts, hung on 
a pole of the mescal plant; among these, that of 
the fox preddminates, as tuat animal is considered 
more sacred than others. Corn and water are 
placed before the fowls. 

In worshiping their deity, the men form in rows 
iu front of the image, and speak and sing in his 
praise, accompanied by the music of rade instru- 
ments, among which was a rudely constructed 
flute, which bad descended to them from their 
forefathers. There was bat one religious cere- 
mony in which the women Joined with the men. 
The head workshop is the great central place of 
worship in a village, but there are other minor 
ones, ‘he principal religious ceremonies take 
place in the month of Feb: uary. ý 

Tn the centre of the village is a public square, 
where there is a wide stone altar about two feet 
bigh and three feet square. On this, sacrifices 
of food are laid on sacred days. Among these 
offerings is a small buckskin sack containing holy 
meal, Around this altar the men dance in rota- 
tion. During this ceremony, the aged mun and 
women of the village take a pinch of the holy 
menl, breathe on ir, sprinkle a Httle on the backs 
of the dancers, nud throw a little to the West, 
Enst, North and South. This is the signal for the 
dance to break up. suns 

The ideas ind principles of their religion are 
eminently utijitarian. They dictate alf the reln- 
tions of life. They religiously abhor an indolent 
man, and order is the first law of every honsehotd, 
and of every publie institution and ceremony, 
They enforce linbits of Industry by precept, ox: 
ample and exhortation, a8 is well illustrated by 
the following anecdote: When Elder Hatoh und 
his companions first visited the Moquis, Tl-lam-ms 
was the principal chief of the Oriba village. To 
obtain that position, a man must be nated for his 
industry, cuergy and perseverance. From some 
cause Ñe beenme indolent and unthrifty, Tho 
people withdrew thelr confidence from him; he 
Jost his plaee, aud died of starvation and chagrin, 
Charity is one of the leading principles of thelr 
religion, The industrious poor, or the sick and 
helptess, must ba amply provided for by the con. 
tributions of the more fortunate. 

ASTRONOMICAL NOTIONS, 


They have no correct ideas of the shape and 


re 


motion of the earth, or of the planets which sur- 
round jt in the heavens. They belleve that the 
sun rises over by the little Spanish town of Pla- 
nea, and sets hy going down 1 hole by New-at-kl- 
be, which signifies Snow Mountain—evidently the 
Ran Francisco mountain of the whites. They say 
they enjoy a monopoly of the sun, which shines 
on them; the rest of the world not enjoying its 
beneficent gifts of light and heat; hence the prom- 
inence the sun holds in their religibus faith. 
AGRICULTURE, ETO. 


They carofully cultivate the earth, and raise 
grain and u good ussoriment of vegetables. The 
soll and climate are adapted to the growth of fine 
peaches, df whicb they produce large quantities. 
Their domestic animalsand fowls consixt of sheep, 
goats, chickens, d6ves, asses, and a very few lior- 
ses. They grow cotton for home consumption, 
and with it and wool they manufacture their 
clothing, which is generally of a very serviceable 
quulity, With them, cattle and horses are yery 
insecure property, on account of the raids of the 
Navajos and Apaches. 

Their villages are located on high mountains, 
usually with a gradual descent to the north, but 
Burrounded on the other sides by precipitons 
rocks, which are only surmounted by steps cut in 
their surface, 

They obtain water In the winter season from 
natural or artificial cisterns In the rochs, from 
which they draw it with a large sourd with a hole 
in tae side. When this supply faile, in the dry 
seasun, they obtain it from a public well, dug in 
the pluin before the village. To fetch this water, 
constitutes quite an item of the women’s labor 
vach day, 

PUBLIC WORK. 

A description of the way this well is cleaned 
out in the spring, illustrates the manner in which 
their public work is usually conducted. The well 
at the Oriba villae wa», forty or filty feet deep 
and about the same in diameter at the top, but in 
descending It yradnally lessens In diameter to tive 
or six feet acro<s at the bottom. In the winter 
the well is partiaily filled with the wash and dust 
from the surface, When water is no longer ob- 
tainable from the cisterns in the spring, the well 
has to be cleaned out The bottom of the weil is 
reached by spiral stairs cut in its sides. Two or 
three men throw the dirt n little up from the bot- 
tom, from which it is carried on a slightly con- 
cave dish, resembling a large plate, which is made 
of wood splinters, and palated with a variety of 
colora. Itis carried on the open palm of the 
hand, with the forearm perpendicular The strik- 
in. feature of this busy seine is the appearance of 
two men, dressed hke clowns and in complete 
disguise, they are called, in native parlance, co- 
che-nas Both carry a whip made of the leaves of 
the soap root, which they can use with telling 
severit). In addition to the whip, one carries a 
Inss0, which be is constantly whirling over his 
head ready to thro-v atu delinquent The other 
earries a thin plece of board, shaped like a dart, 
aud attached to a string, this is kept whizzing 
through the air, as a warning that the co-cbe-na is 
approaching 

‘These co-che-nas commence their labors, in the 

morning of public days, by going through the 
village ut the proper time to see if there are any 
to,ter ‘ng behind, 1f so they are sharply stirred up 
to duty ina way from which there is no appeal 
The ,0od tor dinner is taken to the well by the 
women, Who labor with the men. Just before it 
is partanen Of, the co-che-nas suddenly disappear, 
and leave the laborers to partake of the repast in 
pCaCe, 
j It is usual for the chief, in the morning of the 
day set apart 19r publie labor, to prench to the 
people from the bouse-top, ou the usefulness and 
necessity of the Jabor required of them. 

The labor of fu: nisbing wood for domestic pur- 
poses devolves upon the men. It bas to be brought 
from cight to twelve miles. Some keep a donkey 
tor this service, but the backs of those who are 
too poor to do this must curry the burden It 
seems almost supertluous to dd, that the wood is 
used with the strictest economy. 

THEM BUILDINGS. 


Their houses are bulit of fiat Ifme and asand- 
stone laid in a kind of clay mortar, which m tikes 
a very good cement Well bewn umbers, some of 
them two feet in diameter, were used in their*con- 
struction. We could not icarn of any timber 
within a less distance than 25 or 30 miles from 
which these beams could have been obtained. 
The people say their ancestors hauled these tim- 
bers with oxen yoked by the horns, similar to the 
Spinish custom of working cattle at the present 
time 

Winle the Elders were at the Oriba village, 
some of their men came in with cottonwood poles, 
which they said had cost them a three days’ jour- 
ney to the Pat-u, or Little Colorado river. They 
bring red pine poles, for their long ladders, where 
strength and elasticity are required, from the San 
Francisco mountain, n journey of six days. They 
exlibit a wonderful strength and endurance in 
carrying burdens. When loaded, they seldom 
walk, but take a light elastic trot, similar to that 
ot Chinumen under the same circu ustances, 

Their houses have terraced roofs, and are always 
two stories hizh and often three. The upper 
stories are set back a few tect from the front of 
the one immediately under if, leaving a portion of 
the roof for out-dour purposes. There are no 
side doors in the lewer stories, but they are en- 
tere | by ascending the ladder to the roof and then 
descending through a hole to the floor. The 
second and third stories are entered by side doors 
opening onto the rvofs of the stories beiow. 

. STREETS, ETC. 

The principal streets of the villages usually run 
enat and west, and with few exceptions the houses 
front to the south. Every village has its public 
square, and the houses are eo arranged that this 
square answers for the stage of a large amphi- 
theatre, in which the audience can occupy the 
roof of the houses. Everything about their vil- 
lages has been constructed tor defeuse against a 
common euemy. 

Near the Oriba village is a large cave in the 
rocks, which the natives call Shu-nil-co-le, a place 
of evil spirits. There are many traditions and 
superstitious Ideas connected with this place. It 
is generally shunned by the people, and visited 
only on occasion of some special-eeremony con- 
nected with it. The Elders, while there, found it 
an excellent place of retirement, where they could 
enjoy undisturbed quict. 

Their incarnatioy of evil is n very bad man, 
who lived aeyeral gonerations ago. To their 
minds, he pontrols the evil powers the same as 
the Sun Father does the yood. They are tradi- 
tloated thyt thls impersonificgtion of ovy will 
return sore time In the fytprd to afflict them, and 
that on his departure he will take with him all 
who do nat do right. 

MARRIAGE GEREMONIES, 

Their marriage ecremouies are simple and withe 
oyt ostentation. The one witnessed st the Oriba 
ylilage was conduated as follows: In the morn- 
ing the interested parties breakfiasted in the work- 
shop to which the bridegroom belonged, after 
which the manufacture ofa new pair of blankets 
was commenced out of the purust white material 
obtainable. Phe parties ate thelr dinner iv the 
egcond, and then supper tn the third stary, of the 
bride’s father's house. The pair of blankets were 
not completed tintil the second day. During this 
thine the bridegroom and bride wore put into a 
private room, Where they were required tò bathe 
each other ln pure cold wator, us & witness that 
they were pure and healthy, and fitted for the 
cares and yesponplbifjties of the married state, 


The happy pair occupy the new blankets on the 
second night. 


. FUNERAL CEREMONIES. 


When a person is given up to die, their under 
jaw, the backs of their hands, and the upper part 
of the fect are colored black, and friends begin to 
mourn ag though they were already dead, A 
corpse is prepared for burial by being dressed 
like the living, with the addition of a blanket 
wrapped. around the head and upper part of the 
body, and tied around the neck with a string. A 
hole, several feet iy is dug in the earth and 
walled up with stone; in this the dead are placed 
in a sitting posture. The arms are folded acrosa 
the brenst, and a pole is passed down between the 
arms and breast aud between the legs, long 
enough to extend about two feet above the supe 
face of the ground, In the bosom of the dead, 
and wrapped up in the blanket, fs a loaf of bread, 
and a small bowl of water—the bow! made espec» 
ially for this purpose. They believe that the 
spirit of a good person, after death, first goes to 
the Sun Father, and then returns to the body by 
golng down the pole, The grave is tinished by 
being securely covered with earth and stone, and 
the surface around the pole neatly ornamented 
with pebbles, 

AMUSEMENTS, 


Their public races are an important feature In 
their amusements. They are for the trial of the 
speed und bottom of men instead of horses. No 
betting or anything immoral is connected with 
them. They are kept up about a month every al- 
ternate day. They take place during the princi- 
pal season of religious ceremonies, in the winter. 

On these occasons, the men sie naked except a 
blanket about the loins. The bodies of the racers 
are painted with curious devices, in the colors of 
the shop to which they individuaily belong. 
They also wear a head dress of the same color, 
and other distinguishing marks, that their pro- 
gress during the race may be noted by their 
friends. 

The race course is a foot trail, some ten or 
twelve milesin length. It usually extends In a 
circuit from the southwest side of the village 
around to the cast side, where the race always 
ends ‘They run only two or three miles at first, 
and tncresse the distance each suceceding race, 
until the whole length of the course is run at one 
heat. The men of each shop have a several sided 
pwee of a hud substance made of cement and 
tinely cut bar This they are required to throw 
before them with the foot. The runners rise the 
bluffs, on which the village is situated, at the end 
of the race, bys eps, and the man who first throws 
the piece of his shop on top and follows it is the 
winner of the race These steps are very small, 
steep nnd difficult, being eurstructed on put pose 
to try the agihty and endurance of the runners at 
the end of the course. 


SELF SUSTAINING; MNUFACTURES, ETC, 


The Moguis depend enthely on their own re- 
sources for the supply of thelr wants. They bave 
had but little mtercourse with the rest of the 
world, and that, mostly through a few tradera 
who have occasionally visited them. They ex- 
pect to produce their food end clothing or do 
without. Their wheels ond looms are of very 
simple construction, and the process of manufac- 
ture slow nnd tedious compared with the same la- 
bors in the households of the whites. They have 
but few tools of any kind and those are of poor 
quality. 

The Oriba community had eight work shops in 
which their clothing aud all othea articles In use 
among thei were manufactured. All the men of 
the village were organized to work in these shops. 
Care is tahen that members of the same family 
work in diferent shops, that the spirit of com- 
petition may not divide the community Into fam- 
ily parties, but be kept tn a healthy channel. 

THE BOOMERANG. 

A singular coincidence, and one which gives 
room for some speculation is the fact that tbe 
Moquis use a similar instrument of destruction 
to that used by the natives of Australia, which Is 
called by the whites who live in that country a 
boomerang. It is made of hard heavy wood, gen- 
erally of oak, it isin the form of aright angle, 
with the angle rounded The sides vary in length 
according to the strength of the person who Is 
expected to uscit, but they are generally about 
15 inches long. They me from two and a half to 
three inches in width, about an eighth of an inch 
thick, and worked to an edge, Strong men will 
throw these instruments with great precision, 150 
or 200 yards and break the skull of a man, or the 
leg of an antelope. The boys commence prac- 
ticing with light instruments when very young 
and kill small game with them while herding 
sheep and goats. 


An Indian Trick. 


We hear n great deal about Yankec tricks, but a 
private letter from a soldier out on the plains, to 
a friend bere, shows that the redskins huve some 
shrewdness. Says the writer, “we are after the 
Indinns hot blast, and 1 tell you, the man who 
picks these fellows up for doyans, finds himself 
woefully deceived. A purt of our troop bad been 
on the trail of a small band of Sioux, and they 
had dodged us, and bothered ua, and beat us until 
we determined to bhaye them, let come what might. 
One day we came upon them, and it uppeared 80 
suddenly, too, that there was no chance for them 
to escape. Each mun seated himself squarely hr 
his saddle, and with revolver in hand we dashed 
ou. There sat each identical Sioux on his pony, 
just as though we were miles away, aud as stoic- 
ally indifferent as though they did not care a con- 
tinental. As we, at full gallop, drew near, the 
officers In command felt that we were riding into 
some trap, but it was too late to sound a retreat, 
and on we went. I think the distance between ud 
and the Sioux, and their ponies, was just twelve 
teet before 4 singic red skin moveda muscle; then, 
quicker than you could say ‘scat,’ off {rom the 
sboulders of each identical Sioux came the ilery 
red blanket be wore, and up and down it was 
shaken vigorously, in the very faces of our horses. 
We hnd boasted a great deal over those horses, 
and they would do anything we wanted them to— 
that is to say, they would drive through a prairie 
fire alobgside a bull buffalo, through a prairie dog 
village, and over dead Indians, but I toll you, you 
ought to have seen them, to a horse, turn tall 
aud run from those blankets. ! Wo were going 
along so nicely, and cuch trodper was so eager to 
make a dead sure thing of Jred-skin that we 
let the horses have it muc elr,own way, and 
we repented of it. Just fiightencd as thoy 
could be they paid no atten Bp to curb snd away 
they went in overy directidi. ‘Troopers were 
spriwling.on the ground, and others were cling- 
ing to horse’s munes, with both feet not only out 
of the stirrups but pulating up in the alr. k was 
the worst stampede I ever saw, and I have looked 
on ut some in my day. If the Sioux had followed 
up they might have made a few scalps, but they 
seomed so Well pleased with the result of thelr 
trick that those who were unhorsed near them 
say they disappenacd ns if they had gone down 
through the earth, Whon our troop assembled, 
we, ons and ail declared the thing was the best 
of the kind we hud ever héard of, but determined 
that we would pay them back for it ono of these 
days, and we WILL" —~Zvening Wisconsin. ;

Acting upon the “slight” hint contained 
in the foregoing dispatch, and the advice of 
several able lawyers, Wm, F. Turner, who, 
ever since the organization of the Tertitory, 
has held, the position of Chief dnatice of the 
Territory, concluded that it would be wrong 
in him to serve any longer in that capacity, 
and, on Wednesday last, in presence of law- 
yers, jurors and lookers-on, in the Court 
Room, said so like a little man;, wiped his 
hands of the business of the term, let it go 
by default, and then and there subsided. 
We were not present, but have been told 
that he delivered himself of a very tortuous 
discourse, the principal points of which were 
that he forgave his enemies—(those who had 
him removed from office), and would kindly 
remember his frienda—a very easy thing for 
him to do, as they are almost as scarce as 
hen's teeth. He also said thet no act of ms— 
while on the bench—conld bring, the blush 
of shame to his cheek, and in this he was 
backed by those present, who believed that 
blushing waa not in his line. But, enough, 
Wm., F. Turner is no longer Chief Justice of 
Arizona, and more than two-thirds of her 
people thank God that he is not. Should he 
continue to live among us, and act the part 
of a man, many of those who bavo labored 
for his removal will forget the past,and cheer 
him through life. 

We have a slight acquaintance with Judge 
Titus, and think he will prove an honest, up- 
right and impartial Judge, He is now at 
Tucson, but will, ‘of course, soon change his 
residence to Prescott, Ot course, the cases 
now on the docket will not be tried until 
next October. Our only regret is that the 
county may have to keep the lazy fellows 
now in jail until that time. 


ANOTHER CHANCE ror A Raturoap.—The 
San Francisco Bulletin’s Washington corres- 
pondence, of x recent date, contained the fol- 
lowing crumb, but whether or not Congress 
will alow us to comfort ourselves with it, 
remains to be seen: 

Mr. Fitch has introduced a bill granting 
lands to aid the construction of a railroad 
and telegraph line from the Central Pacific 
Railroad, near Winnemucca, to a point on the 
Colorado river east of Mobave City, in the 
Territory of Arizona, The right of way, and’ 
twenty alternate sections per mile, are to be 
granted to aid the construction of this road. 

A duplicate of the bill has been introduced 
in the Senate by Mr. Nye. 

While we know of no point on the Colo- 
rado river that is east of Mohave City, we 
still hope that the proposed road will be 
aided and abetted that far east, any way. It 
would open up a large and rich belt of min- 
ing country, besides several fine valleys. 


Sorprers KILLED AND WOUNDED AT Oamp 
Goonwin.—It is strango that the first news 
received by us, regarding the following sad 
occurrence, which took place at Camp Good- 
win, in the southern section of our Territory, 
on the 26th of March last, should be furnished 
by a Onlifornin paper—the Los Angeles Re- 
publican, In justice to the Tucson Arizonan, 
we will state that it made some allusion to 
the matter in a number received by us Tues- 
day last. Hero is what the Republican has: 

By a letter from Camp Goodwin, Arizona, 
we learn that an old building, that was erec- 
ted stockade fashion, by the California volun- 
teers, five or six years ago, at Camp Good- 
win, fell on the 26th of last March, killing 
two men and wounding three others. The 
men killed were John West and John Shar- 
rack; both wero Englishmen. Brank Win- 
decker is thought to be mortally wounded; 
Peter Keampfor had his thigh broken just 
above the knee; Henry Diffold was slightly 
wounded in tho bead and back. AN the men 
belonged to Co, F, 21st Infantry. They were 
quartered in the old buildings on account of 
want of room in the new barracks,

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Southern Arizona. Army Matters. 


We haye at last heard from our neighbors 
of Southern Arizona. Last mail brought us 
three numbers of the Tucson Arizonan, dated 
respectively, April 9, 16 and 28, From them 
we condense as folluwa: The paper of the 
9th says that small-pox had entirely disap- 
peared, It was rumored, in Tucson, that s 
party of Indians had Killed four men (sol- 
diers) and captured a team, near Apache 
Pass, 

The wife of Mr. Levin, of Tucson, had pre- 
sented him with an infant daughter, + 

Col. Dunkelberger and a party of troops, 
from Camp Grant, had been north of the 
Gila, hunting for Indians, whom, it appears, 
they didn’t find. The Colonel found a rich 
silver ledge. 

Leading citizens of Tucson had formed a 
Mining Company and sent out parties to 
prospect in the Burro mountains. The great 
silver ming, of which we have heard so much, 
was attracting attention. Parties of men 
were still arriving there. Recent calcula- 
tions made by intelligent individuals, locate 
tho mine inside the boundary line of Arizona. 

April 6, near the Reito settlement, a small 
party of Indians attacked Messrs. Sise dhd 
Mongea. Sise was killed. Mongea escaped. 
The following night, a party of savages stole 
forty head of cattle from Juan Gregalva. 
These cattle were taken from a field near 
town. 

A. Levin had celebrated the opening of 
his new hotel, by giving, free of cost, a good 
supper. 

A. Lazard, was sick at Camp Crittenden. 

Tucson was well supplied with pine lumber 
from the Santa Rita mountains, and the price 
of the article had fallen ten cents per foot. 

Mr. Hooker had passed through Tucson 
with a large drove of beef cattle for Camps 
Grant and McDowell, 

J, A. Juckson was killed by Indians, April 
13, on the San Pedro, Mr. Jackson came to 
the Territory a short time ago, from Califor- 
nia. 

Lee & Scott are erecting a steam flouring 
mill? 

Soto, who, in 1859, shot and killed a young 
man named Pasos, near San Xavier, was, him- 
self inurdered by Indians, near Camp Wallen, 
recently. 

Pedro Jimenes, an injured husband, shot 
and killed Cruz Navarro, his wife’s paramour, 
on the night of the llth ult. Jimenes fied 
to Sonora. 

Bishop Salpointe had arrived from New 
Mexico, and settled down to business at Tuc- 
son, One day—April 13—400 children were 
confirmed. ; 

Newton Israel and a man named Cox ended 
a dispute by blows, recently. The paper says 
the Dr's bill will amount to $50 or $60. Ts- 
rael was, we believe, formerly a Lieutenant 
in the California volunteers. 

During the week ending April 23, Indians 
stole, from near Camp Grant, three horses be- 
longing to Hinds & Hooker, and four mules, 
the property of Charles Conwell, 
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A Washington dispatch of April 16th, ig as 
follows: ‘ ere 

General Orders No. 41, of the Headquar- 
ters of the Army, assign General Schofield to 
the command of the Military Division of the 
Pacific. ‘ho Department of Alaska will be 
discontinued after the first of July, and the 
Territory attached to the Department of the 
Columbia, Major-General Canby command- 
ing. A new Department will be created, 
styled the Department of Arizona, embracing 
Arizeta and Southern California, Genora 
Stoneman commanding, Generat Pope is 
assigned to the command of the Department 
of the Missouri, when vacated by General 
Schofield, with Headquarters at Leavenworth. 
The Department of the Lakes is enlarged, 80 
as to embrace the frontier as far cast as Lake 
Champlain, and General Cook is assigned to 
the command. After June first, Virgima 
will be annexed to the Department of the 
East, commanded by General McDowell, and 
the Department of the Cumberland will be 
discontinued. The troops within the latter 
are to be attached to the Department of the 
South, General Terry commanding. 

Woe are pleased to learn-¢hat the Secretary 
ot War and General Sherman have, even at 
this late day, resolved upon making this Ter- 
ritory a separate Department, and that they 
have assigned to the command thereof so 
gallant and able an officer ns Gen. Stoneman. 
Hope the General will establish his headquar- 
ters at some convenient point in this Terri- 
tory, and that his superiors at ‘Washington 
will enable him to put an end to troubles 
here, by furnishing him plenty of troops and 
munitions of war.

From Camp McDowell and Phonix. 


Indian Depredations, Grops, Bto. 


The correspondent of the Minen, at Camp 
McDowell, sends us the following, under date 
of April 27: 

The Indians, as usual, are committing mur- 
der and robbery almost daily, in thia portion 
of the Territory. Since last I wrote you, no 
less than ten men have been killed, and over 
200 head of animals stolen. About Tucson, 
they (the Indians) do as they please. 

Col. Sanford, with all the available troops 
at the post, has gone on a two months’ scout 
towards the White Mountains. Camp Reno 
has been broken up. 

General Cogswell has gone to Tucson, to 
assume command of the sub-district. 

The new mines are taking a great many of 
our best citizens away. 

The crops at Phoonix look splendid, and 
farmers are in great glee thereat, 

Your remarks about the La Paz, Prescott 
and McDowell roads, have already drawn 
attention, and I think it will havo the desired 
effect. 

I have a number of items to write about, 
but have not time at present. The Indians, 
a short time ago, took four mjlch cows from 
this post; so you see the red devils are all 
around here. 

The weather is most delightful.

Tauers is nothing plainer than that this 
Territory will have to have more troops— 
Regulars or Volunteers—before her people 
can prosper and live in peace. Then, if we 
cannot get regulars, let us have volunteers. 
The Territory has now, or soon will have— 
plenty of arms and ammunition of her own, 
and we are in favor of arming and fitting out 
at least six companies of Volunteers, and 
supporting them in the field, for six months 
ora year; The Regular troops now here are 
unequal to the task of protecting us, and, 
we fear that their numbers will not soon be 
augmented. Many important towns and set- 
tlements in the Territory are without pro- 
tection; indeed no point is safe from the say- 
ages. Mining, farming, stock-raising, etc., is 
retarded by their presence, and the necessa- 
ries of life are so high that it takes a small 
fortune to support a person a year. Were 
the fiends quieted, the country would in a 
short time be filled with flocks and herds, 
immigrants would come hero; freighters 
would reduce their rates, and Arizona would 
soon be a different country from what it is 
now. Governor Safford is now in the Terri- 
tory, and we hope, soon, to have his ideas 
upon the subject. He has just returned from 
Washington and San Francisco, and it is pre- 
sumed that he knows, exactly, what Govern- 
ment means to do for us. If it is not tho in- 
tention to furnish more troops and make vig- 


orous war oh the red-sking righ i 

we shal! be forced to turn out and Bel on 
selves, although, circumstances are such that

Tha Moguls and Apaches are 
frlendly4 the Apaches are our deadly enemiva,y gud 
ad both Moquls and Apaches are of the same race 
—the Indisn—it is but fair to presume that they 
sympathize with eich other, Then, apalu, these 
visita of “friendly” Indiana have in elmost every 
instance, heen accompanied or immediately foi- 
lowed, by murder or robbery, and, sometimes, by 
both; which fact has impressed the béllef upon 
the minds of out citizens, that the Indians who 
have visited us, under the guise of friendship, 
have had a hand in tuese outrages. We under- 
stand that General Wheaton has been spoken to 
on the subject, and thata petition, requesting hivi 
to put a stop to these visits, has been presented to 
him; but he, we are told, stated that if the Indians 
in question are Moquis, he did not feel disposed 
to interfer with them—they being looked upon 
by Government, as frigndly, in an eminent degree. 
He, however, promised to write to the agent of 
the Moquis, aud find out whether or not any of 
the tribe have been in the habit of visiting this 
section, One thing is certain—whieb is, that the 
recent crimes committed by Indians, in thé victu- 
ity of Williamson Valley, were not committed by 
Apaches, but by Indians from the North—whether 
Moquis, Yampais, Wallupais, Pah-Utes or Navajos, 
is immaterial to us, for they are all Indians, and 
all more or less hostile to whites. There isas way 
to prevent Indians from coming in here, and onr 
citizens appear determined to try it.

A CERTAIN ex-military friend of ours, who was 
one of the delegates to Washington, sent on to 
endeavor to prevent the reconstruction of Ten- 
nesses, baving been told that he would be sum- 
moned before the Committee, and having been 
informed of the probable questions to be put to 
him by Ben. Butler, prepared a “statement” from 
which we select the following questions and an- 
swers: 

Ben Butler—What do the Southern States think 
of Reconsti nction generally? 

Answer —Well, in some of the States, they are 
very much Terry-tied; while in Mississippi, the 
Republican party Revels in the accomplishment of 
its Ams. The blacks in that State evidently 
Intend to abandon the culture of cotton, having 
been o snecessful in raising Ald-corn. 

Ben Butla —What do you think in Tennessee 
of the proposition to reconsti uct that State? 

Answer— We look upon the proposition a8 a 
gieat Powder-ship, which, when it explodes, will 
have made a great noise, but will not have effec- 
ted anything. 

Ben. Butler—Are not the Southern people still 
roveiious, haughty, and given to luxurious hab- 
ts? 

Anstrern—They have ¢censed to rebel, and are 
moderately humble. If they are fond of luauions 
living, but few of them can gratify their taste in 
that direction at present. Before the war they 
had every luxury, and servants in abundance— 
cooks, grooms, seamstresses ond butlers, During 
the war their servants deserted them; the giooms, 
in many instances, rodo off on their masters’ 
horses, the secamstresses appropriated their mia- 
tresses’ dresses, while the butler ran away with the 


spoons. 

It is needless to add that this intended testi- 
mony having reached the ear of the Charman of 
the Committee on Reconstruction, our friend was 
not examined.—Clarksvtlle, (Tenn.) Chronicle.

To DESTROY Bepuues—A correspondent of the 
Rural New Yorker gives the following as a sure 
means of extérminating this pest: 


“ Boil to one gallon of water one-half pound of 
alum; wash the cord, aud after sconring the atains 
off the bedstead with ashes, wash, with hot alum 
water, the floors and all parts where there areany 
sigus of them. J have never known it to fail to 
entirely destroy them; it the season is late, ip will 
head them off, so they will be scarçe the next sea- 
son. I have seen good bedstcads apolled with hot 
water, Which only kills such bugs ns t comes in 
contact with, while they (the bugs) will not stay 
on the parts which have been wet with alum 
water 


PraxntT A Fpw HiLLs or Corn Late.—A writer 
in an oxcaange advocates planting an occasional 
hillin every corn-ficid Inte, or taking pains to 
replant the missing hills, ad gives the following 
reason for it: ` 


If the weather becomes dry during the filling 
time, the silk aud tassel both become dry and 
dead. In this condition, if it should become sea- 
sonable, the silk revives and renews its growth, 
but the tassel does not recover, Then, for the 
want of pollen, the new silk is unable to fill the 
oflice for which itis designed. The pollen from 
the replanted corn is then ready to supply the 
suk, and the filling is completed, Ie says nearly 
all the abou tive care, so common in all corn crops, 
Is caused by want of pollen, and that he has known 
cais to double their size In this second Alling. 


Broom Corn.—The seed should be put in good 
ground, mellow and well prepared, drilled, and 
the stalks not nearer than nine inches apart, the 
rows about as far apart as for corn, and cultivated 
abant the same way. As soon as the straw begins 
to show itself, the stalk should be broken be- 
tween the joints avout two feet blow the atraw, 
and made to hang,as year perpendicular as possi 
ble Itshould be cut, except such as may be 
needed for seed, winle it is green, and before the 
straw becomes brown, and lud away horizontally 
to dry, not too thick, and where it may be kept 
from the weathei 

We are told by those who profess to know, that 
broom corn treated inthis way, in goad soil, will 
pay from $60 to $125 per acre, We will guaran- 
tee a cash market for all the good broom corn 
that may be raised in this country.—<dAdingdon 
Varginian. 


Potato Frurmizer.— The, Hearth and Home 
gives the following recipe for thaking a mineral 
mauure that is especially adapted to potatoes: 

Take one cash of lime and slack it with water, 
dnd then stir in it one bushel of tine salt, and then 
mix in loam, or ashes cnough thot will not be- 
come mortar; it will make about five barrels, Put 
half a pint In a bil at planting, All matures 
containing potash arg particularly suitable for the 
potato. Ashes contain more than any other nat- 
ural fertilizer, and should be freely used and carc- 
fully saved. i a 


Lemon Pix—Grato one-half tho outside of onc 
lemon; to the juice and pulp add one cup of wa- 
ter, one of sugar; three tablespoon firls of flout ; 
uso tho yolks of threo eggs, reserving the whites 
for irosting, which is to be put on when the pie is 
cold Bake with one crust, and brown the frost- 
ing in a moderate oven. ' 


Tan process of "eanulog” eggain their own 
shells, was recently explained at a meeting of the 
New York Farmers’ Club. It is done in this man- 
net: When two or three dozen eggs are obtained 
from the nests, place them in a dish and pour 
scalding water over them, and itamtdintely turn 
it off, THis process Is repented three times, Jy 
which means the albumen js fixed or congylatad, 
ths pores of the shell closed, and the egg, hs it 
were, canned in its own covering, Thè efgs thas 
prepared are then packed in salt, with the apex 
downward, and they arp said tọ keep perfectly 
fresh for many months. ;

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The Irish Coercion, Bill, 


` The Now York World's London correspondent 

gives the following synopsis of the Irish Coercion 

Bill: ‘ : 
THE RIGHT TO BEAR ARMS, 

No person in Ireland ghall be allowed to carry 
arms unless he has a lleenso granted him for that 
purpose; and any person carrying or “having” 
arms without such license, shall be imprisoned 
two years, The effect of this bill will be that any 
Magistrate may grant licensed to his own party to 
go orined with guna or revolvers, and mey disarm 
everybody else in his district, sending whoever 
may be guilty of haying s gun or a pistol to the 
penitentiary for two years, 

SEARCHING FOR ARMS. 

“ It shall bhe lawful for any person to whom any 
warrant is given, to search for and selze arms,” to 
act on this warrant for three months from th 
time it is issued; and “at such times and as often 
as they see fit, to enter Into any house or place” 
in order to execute it, and if entrance be refused, 
to force their way in. 

BELLING GUNPOWDER AND ARMS. 


If any person sells gunpowder to any one not 
having a license, be 18 to be fined £5 for every 
sale; if he sells, or even repairs a gun ór a pistol 
for a person not having this Hcense, be is to be 
fined £50. 


COMPELLING THE GIVING OF TESTIMONY. 


When a felony or misdemeanor has been com- 
mitted in any district, although no person may bo 
charged with euch offence, any Justice of the 
Peace may summon before him any person whom 
he may “believe” to know something about it, 
and if this person refuses to answer such ques- 
tions as may be put to him, the magistrate may 
send him to jail for six months. How will this 
work? A landlord, for instance, is shot; the 
Magistrate “believes” that Patrick Costigan 
knows who shot him; he has Patrick brought 
before him. * Who shot the landlord?” asks the 
Magistrate, “Shure, and bow can I know, your 
Honor,” says Patrick. “That is no answer,” says 


the Magistrate, “and I send you to jail for six} ¥ 


months,” Patrick gocs to jail, although he knows 
no more about the murder than your correspon- 
dent does, and meanwhile his family starves. 


SEAROWING FOR THREATENING LETTERS. 


If any one goes before a Magistrate and states 
that he “suspects” somebody else has written a 
threatening letter, and if bis house 1s searched 
and some other document in his hand-writing 
may be found, the Magistrate may issue a warrant 
for such a search, and this may be executed at 
any time. 


ARKEST OF PERSONS TAKING MOONLIGHT WALKS 


“ Any constable, peace officer, or other person” 
may arrest and bijng before a magistrate any ono 
who “under suspicious circumstances’ shall be 
found “in the fields, streets, highways or else- 
where out of his dwelling, from one hour after 
sunset until sunmse;” the person thus arrested 
must be sent to jail until he can be brought be- 
foie the justices at Petty Sessions; and then, un- 
less he can prove to their satisfaction that “he 
was out of his house upon his lawful occasion or 
business,” he may be sent to jail for six months, 
A bench of Orange pouces would certainly decide 
that a man who had been to see a priest at 9 
o'clock was not on lawful business; a bench of 
crusty bachelors might decide that going to seeu 
swectheart at night was not a “lawiul occasion,” 
and the oppression that may be practiced under 
this provision can scarcely be estimated. 


STRANGERS TO BE ARRESTED. 


Any Justice of the Peace, constable, peace offl- 
eer, or other person may arrest “any stranger 
sojourning or wandcring;” he may then be 
brought before n magistrate, who shall examine 
him on oath concerning “ his place of abode, from 
whenee he came, his manner ot livelihood, and 
his object of remaining or coming into the coun- 
try, city or town in which be shall be found;” and 
“unless he shall answer to the satisfaction of such 
Justice,” he will be sent to jail, there to remain 
until be can find bail, or until the Justice shall 
see fit to release bim. Imagine, for a moment, 
what may be done under such a provision as this, 
There will be tew tuutists in Ireland this summer, 
I faney, and when I go thither I must take care 
to provide myself with al} kinds of sate conducts, 
pagsports, and certificates of good character. 


TRIAL BY JURY ABOLISHED, 


When a person is accused of any of the offences 
set forth in a sokedule attached to this bill, and 
which embraces a long list of acts considered 
innocent everywhere else, he may not demand a 
jury trial, but the Justices of the Peace shall sit as 
jurymen as well as Judges, and at their pleasure, 
may find the accused guilty, and send him to jail 
for six months. 


SUPPRESSING NEWSPAPERS, 


“u Where any newspaper printed in Ireland con- 
tains any treasonable or seditious engraving mat- 
ter, or expressions having a tendency to toster, 
encourage, or prerogative treason or sedition,” 
the entire “plant” of such paper, its presses, 
types, engines, Cte, “shall be forfeited to Her 
Majesty.” The Lord Lieutenant is to grant his 
warrant for the seizure of the property, and any 
person resisting its execution shall be deemed 
guilty of felony ond punished accordingly. The 
proprietor of the paper may bring an action of 
damages; but the burden of proof must lie on his 
shoulders; he must prove a nepative—that his 
paper did not contain treasonable articles, or arti- 
cles having a tendency to incite treason; and if he 
fails in this he will get nothing, The English 
journals, in order to find fitting comments on this 
provision, have only to turn back their files and 
quote what they said about the press censorship 
in France, and the suppression of newspapers in 
the United States during the rebellion. 


BLOOD MONEY, 


Where it shall appear that any person bas been 
murdered, maimed, or otherwise injured, and that 
the crime was of an aggravated character, the 
gand jury of the county shall order a sum of 
money to the person so injured, or to his Mmily, 
if he bo killed, “having regard to the rank, de- 
gree, situntion, and circumstances,” of the indl- 
vidual; and this sum shail be raised by a general 
tax on the county, barony, or township.

While leaving tho hotel, yeaterday, to be one of 
a pleasant dinner party, Í srw in the mals hall 
the ancient Caleb Cushing, He had on a suit of 
clothes eyldently bequeathed him by sonte ‘client 
in chancery, who had bedn of size Jarger,and of 
an older fashion. They hung loosely on his legal 
body, while around his neck was something that 
resembled a pudding. Tis hat jammed back on 
his head was anciént of dayas and With rounded 
shoulders he ehutiled along as if fearfm of lifting 
his feet and ao lose control of his lege, His face 
ig the youngest part of him, and yet retaing its 
old clear outlook, Any one capable of reading. 
God's hand-writing on the face can seo that Caleb 
isa born Jemlt, He takes tea with the design of 
decelying some one, and goes tobed by stratagem. 

I sat next Mr. Jerry Black at dinner, and was 
struck with the fact (hat I bad thus, in one after. 
noon, come in contact with two of the most re- 
markable men in Washington of a past genera- 
tion.

ave strengthened. Cushing is cold, selfish aud 
dis eable, while Black is gonial and fascinating. 
The last named is full of anecdote and fun. While 
Cushing se'dom, if ever, speaks well of any onc. 
Judge Black Is generous and appreciative. He 
has the fascination that comes‘of listening as well 
as talk. Men noted in his period bad tho disa- 
greeuble habit of orating. seldom met one of 

rominence of his day that did not resolve me 

to n public assembly and himself into a bore of 
an orator. 

I said, “Judge, I have known you for many 
years through our late mutual friend, Mr. Stanton; 
and with such an introduction I am glad to meet 
ou. 

“ Did you know Stanton ?” he asked, turning his 
keen eyes upon me, 

“Almost as well as you did,” I replied, 

“You kuew a great man, then,” he continued. 

“One of the greatest ıt was ever my fortune to 
encounter; and Iam glad to see that you have 
the cournge to rescue his name from those who 
did not know lim.” 

He was 
80 impulsive and excitable, that to superficial ob- 
servers ho gave foundation for all they believed. 
He suffers more, however, from his professed 
fiiends. This Wilson, for example—if we are to 
believe him—makes Stanton a consumate hypo- 
crite and liar, Have you read his article in the 
Atlantic Monthly” 

“ No, Judge, life is too short to read Wilbon. 
Besides, L know too well the contempt Stanton 
had for the chairman of military affairs to waste 
time on anything the chairman might write.” 

“Yes, Staton did not despise a fool—he hated 
him, and in his impulse he was often cruel, and 
more frequently contradictory, and yet full of 
kindness, with the tenderest of hearts at bottom, 
with a good record of generous acts.” 

«I wish, Judge, you would give to tha world 
your knowledge of Stanton. It would bean ad- 
mirable addition to our historical literature,” 

“T have prepared such an article, bat I lack a 
publisher. It is too long and ‘heavy for n news- 
paper, nnd too personai and serious for a mag- 
azine, 

“Tt ought fo be a book. Butas wo cannot hope 
for that, you should send it to a magazine.” 

“ Perhaps J will. 

“It is important, even if friends should regard 
itas unfavorable. You give your opinion not 
only of a great man, but one whose position and 
force of character gave him control in an eventful 
time.” 

“Yes, he was the Administration. I was not 
near enough to the man to make up an opinion 
from personn! observation, but L was satisfied 
from what I knew of Stanton and the evidences of 
his work after he went into office, that he had sub- 
ordinated Lincoln.” 

“And Lincoln ?” 

“There js a historical study for you, If tbat 
man’s real life could be portrayed as it was, what 
astonishment would follow. But all such investi- 
gation ended with his life.” 

“As is our American wont. In our national bi- 
ography we have two devils—Arnold and Burr— 
and a thousand angels, the last named being the 
more incomprehensible and unpleasant of the 
two. 

The Judge laughed and gave me several namus- 
ing anecdotes culled from a memory of some of 
the angels, and from that out he und Senator Nyc 
kept the table in a roar with their wit and ludi- 
crous Incidents.

Second—The stars, 
sgo far sg they can be exmmained, yield similar re- 
aults ng to the materials ef which they are com- 
posed, The nehule pre made up, some of remote 
Splid stara, but some’ chiefly of such well known 
pisses as bydrogtn’ and nytrogen. Third~Tue 
planets geuerally resemble the darth in form, sol- 
idity, in atmosphere, in thelr general relation to 
the sun and his system, Mars, for instance, is 
whitened in every one of his long winters, over 
all the polar regions, by heavy falls of snow, 
weich melts away again in anmmer. Fonrth— 
Meteorites, which are small planets turned out of 
thelr course, have disclosed at least twenty-seven 
of the elements found in our own rocks, 

It ia, moreover, held thatthe carth was once à 
molten ball, a source of light like the snn, It is 
cooled off and is cooling still, The aun too is 
cooling; its vast size makes the process slower; 
but the result is Inevitable, and wil one day be 
whut the carth is now. On the other hand the 
earth and other plinetary bodies oro surely, 
though slowly gravitating toward the sun, and 
says Bir William Thompson, “not one can escape 
us flery end.” Will that be an end, however, 
since neither matter nor force is capable of de- 
struction? To resume the general ‘theory, the 
writer says: 

“This inevitable conelusion derived from the 
studies of the heavenly bodice—of sun, carth, 
stars, meteorites and nebulm—Iis that the immeas- 
urable space is full of matter of the same kind, 
but aggregated in different fashions; sometimes 
being gascons, at other times solid, sometimes in 
astato of the most intense hent, at other times 
cooled sufficiently to admit of the présence of 
life, as in the earth and mara, or lastly, cold, bar- 
ren and lifeless, ns in the meteorites. Whether 
the gaseous condition of mutter preceded in any 
particular case the solid, we cannot tell. So far 
as our earth is concerned, the only idea that we 
can grasp of its origin is that it was a fiery body 
like the sun, and that it bas been gradually cool- 
ing from that time down tothe present day, This 
realization of the steady change is a fundamental 
doctrine of evolutionism.” 


Curysostom’s ELoquenct.—The following 
burst of eloquence from Chrysostom, when he 
was sentenced to banishniont, is a good specimen 
of the style of this ‘“silver-tonpucd preacher :”

Will it be exile? but the earth and all 
its fullness is the Lord’s, WiN it be the loss of 
life? But we bronght nothing into the world, 
and can carry nothing out. Thus all the terrors 
of the world are contemptible in my cyes, and I 
smile at all its good ‘things. Poverty I do not 
shrink from, and life I do uot desire, save only 
tor the progress of your sonls. But you know, 
my friends, the true cause of my fall. Tt is that £ 
bave not lined my house with rich tapestry; it is 
that I have not clothed me in robes of allit; it is 
that I have not flattered the cifeminacy and sensu- 
ality of certain men, nor Wid gold and silver at 
their tect. But why need I say more? Jezebel 
is raising hor persecution, and Eling must fly. 
Horodias is tnking her pleasure, and John must 
be bound in chains; the Egyptian wife tolls her 
lies, and Joseph must be thrust into prison, So 
if they banish me, I shall be like Elias; if they 
throw me into the mire, like Jeremiah; if they 
plunge mo into tho gen, like the prophet Jonah; 

into the pit, like Daniel; if they stone mo, it is 
Stephen that I shall resemble; Jon, the forcrun- 
ner, If they cut off my head, Paul, if they beat me 
with strips; Isaiah, if they saw me asunder.

A Talk about Various Matters Con- 
corning The Territory. 


The S Miun. 


Prescott, Arizona Territory, 


Aithopgh the present Congress is regarded na 8 
do-nothing concern, It has passed ong Act for 
which the people of Arizona should feel grateful. 
We mean the Act legalizing the laws passed by 
the Legislatures of 1866, 1807 and 1868. 

These laws, it will be remembered, were, about 
the close of 1808, in District Court at Tucson, 
pronounced illegal, void nud of no effect, by Hen- 
ry T. Bagkus, who was af that time, Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the Territory, in 
a decision rendered by him, which decision was 
published In full in the Mixer, As the reading 
portion of our people are already sufficiently ac- 
quainted with the case, as presented to Judge 
Backus; also, with the general tenor of his de- 
cision, wo will uot mow reiterate the facts, but 
morely state that those who brought the matter 
before His Honor, as well as many others, believed 
that the laws passed by the Legislatures above 
named were illogal and void. Aad we will here 
state that Congress, too, must have been of the 
same opinion, elso it would not have taken uction 
in the matter, confirmed the apportlonments made 
by the Governor, and, as it were, given the Torri- 
tory a new start. This, however, is of but little 
consequence, excopt to show to ou people 
that Governor MeCormick, iu making 
said apportionments, oversiepped his duties 
and performed acts which, according to 
the Organic Act, devolved upon the represents- 
tives of the people Judge Backus’ decision was 
sneered at by Mr. McCormick and bis friends, 
why waited with reluctance uutit the expiration of 
that oflicer’s term of service, and, untila new man 
was appointed and settled in his place, before 
whom the case was speedily brought. His opin- 
ion, it appears, was the reverse of that cute: tained 
by Judge Backus, and he was not slow to affix. his 
siynnture to a lengthy document reversing the 
first decision. This gave comfort to the McCor- 
mick clan, but failed to satisfy them or the remain- 
der of our people, and Mr. McCormick, very re- 
luctantly, we imagine, had the matter placed be- 
fore Congress, which body, after a bricf discus- 
sion of the points in the case, passed the Act 
heretofore alluded to. 

Now, we suspicion that Mr. McCormick will 
soon be back here to offer himself to the people 
as a victim willing to go to Congress a second 
time fo: them, and draw the pay with his usual 
“tact, energy ind ability.” Indeed, we do net 
for a moment doubt it. Nor do we doubt that he 
will play a tune on his barp of a thousand strings, 
the burthen of which will be the desperate efforts 
he has mado to serve the people, especially those 
of the Northern part of the Territory, and how 
he has served them, by getting a U. S. Depository 
established at Tucson, in Southern Arizona; by 
his endeavors to have the U.S Land Otice, now 
at Prescott, located at Florence, in Southern Ari- 
zona; by his having succeeded in having a few 
new post routes established in Southern Arizona, 
and his success in having postal service curtailed 
in Northern Arizona. He will also harp upon his 
puny effort to get the Nation to construct for us 
n wagon-rond to New Mexico, vza the 385th paal- 
icl roate, when, if the truth were known, he was 
and is secretly opposed to the measure. 

We have said that ou: people should feel grate- 
ful to Congress for having set the Territorial Gov- 
ernment all right, after it had became a serious 
question with many whether or not we had a Ter- 
ritorial Government at all,and whether the acts 
of our courts and county officials were legal, and 
we now, on behalf of our people, thanh that budy 
for having done its duty by us. The Act alluded 
to provides that “an election for members of the 
next Legislative Assembly, and for all township, 
county and district officers, and for Delegate to 
the 42d Congress of the Umted States, shall be 
held on the Tuesday after the first Monday of 
Nover ber, in the year 1810," so that it is now in 
orde: for us to indulgo in speculations regarding 
thecoming election. Heretofore, our elections 
have, to a great extent, been conducted upon thie 
principle of “you tichle me, and DPH tichle you” 
This mode has not given very good sntisraction, 
and it is well known that many citizens are in 
favor of drawing party lines, the holding of con- 
ventions, and the nomination of candidates by 
exch party, but we doubt whether parties can be 
thoronghly organized for the coming political 
contest, ind whether party organization is really 
desired, nt present, by a majority of our citizens. 
It ts immaterial to us, as we do not care to engage 
in political warfare until such time ag the Terri- 
tory shall be at peace with the Indians, and In a 
more prosperous condition. All know, however, 
that when political leaders put their beads to- 
gether to accomplish a certain purpose, they very 
often sueceed in dragging the people with them, 
and we know that it is now the desire of several 
leading politicians of both parties to have the 
people choose sides and rally around the stand- 
ards of their respective parties. 

By doing s0, it is argued, the Territory will be 
enabled to rid herself of the parasite, MeCormick, 
and send sume one less sectional and objection- 
able, to represent our whole people in Congress. 
Were we thoroughly satistied upon this one point, 
the Miner's voice would bo raised for party or 
ganization, but, until the necessity and utility of 
that course is made plainer, we shall not recom- 
mend such a proceeding, We do, however, rec- 
ommend the honest people of the Territory to 
unite on some man, and run him against Little 
Mac. Some man who will work for the Interests 
of the people ot the whole Territory and not 
for the interests of the people of a section of it. 
McCormick has been tried and found wanting. 
Previous to bis election, it was his wont to regale 
the people with accounts of hia great popularity 
at Washington, and to expluin to them the im- 
mense aluount of good he contd accomplish for 
the Terrltoty, werd ho the Delugitte. Well, he 
was elected, went to Washington, ad, for aught 
we know, is there yet, but what, we ask, has bo 
accomplished for tho Territory and its people? 
Nothing, actually nothing. 

This buing the cago; We ask in all candor, what 
claims he can have upon our people for re-eled- 
tlon? They bave fulfilled their promises to him. 
Has he fulfilled bis promises? Not at all, He 
has helped a few of bis friends to oflice—some- 
thing ho could not help dolng—and they, of 
course, forl grateful to him. Not so the majority 
of our people, who want him to step aside, and 
rest bis “overtasked” frame.

Hon, Allen QOallumber, Fred, Henry and Mr. Jackson 
arrived hore Wednesday night last, fom Walnut Grove, & 
sattiement on the Hassdyampa, about 30 míles southeast 
from Prescott. They came up for te purpose of getting 
some of our medical men to accompany them to the Grove, 
and, if possible, allevinte the sufferings of a mat, who on 
Weduesday last, was shot ‘almost to pieces" by a small 
but desperate party of Indians. ‘he party, ncvormpanied 
by Dr, McCandless, started back Thursday forenoon. 

The particulars of the Indian raid are nearly as follows: 
About naon of the day in question (Wednesday last), as 
the wounded man was driving n small herd of animals 
belonging to T, Lambertson, towards the house, the red- 
skins, who lny concealed behind a knoll, shot at the man, 
wounding him in seyeral places, Tho men on the ranches, 
upon hearing the report of the guns, started for the herd, 
which was but a little way from Mr. Lambortson's house, 
but did not arrive in time to chastige the Indians, who, as 
soon gs the herder full, rushed upon the herd and suo- 
ceeded in capturing and driving off threo burrog. ‘he 
Wounded man thought there wero thirty or forty Indians 
in the party, but our informants say that there were not 
more than five or six The savages bent a hasty retreat 
serosa the creek, and soon gained the hilis, through which 
it were useless to follow them, The wounded man was 
suffering terribly when the party left. Several bullots 
were lodged in bis arms and body, and it was feared that 
death would soon relieve him of all pain. When it js 
known that this daring and murderous atta k was made 
within a few hundred yards of Mr. Lambertson's house, 
people will commence to think, and rightly, too, thut the

China, Japan and the United States. 


. Whether for good or evil, it appears quite 
certain that not many years will elapse until 
the United States becomes more closely con- 
nected with the above-named heathenish 
countries and their strange people. The 
commercial and manufacturing classes are 
loud in their demands for more steamers 
to run between San Francisco and ports in 
China and Japan; and, knowing that the 
trade between us and ourantipodes is not, at 
present, sufficient to give profitable employ- 
ment to the extra steamers called for, they 
ask that Government assist in the matter by 
giving some great steamship company a large 
money subsidy, to enable them to bring over 
more tails, with things called Chinamen 
attached to them. The laboring people,— 
those who earn a living for themselves and 
families by the labor of their hands, object to 
all this, and why should they not? Exper- 
ience has taught them that they cannot com- 
pete with Coolie laborers. That is, they 
cannot work and live for so little as the Coo- 
lies. The rich among us know this; but— 
their hearts being callous—care not, In the 
eyes of many of them, an American or Euro- 
pean who has to toil in the field, the mine or 
the shop, for a living, is uo better than a 
Chinaman; in fact, not so good, for them, 
since they have to pay him more for his 
labor, and cannot, dare not, boot him around 
as they would a Chinese slave. This class of 
men, look to the present and its profits only. 
They care not what is to become of their 
laboring brothers, or the country. They 
have money, influence, pride and avaricious- 
ness. They wish to revel in greater riches 
and luxury than they do now; they gener- 
ally manage to control legislation—both 
State and National—and in managing it, 
their principal aim has been to make the 
rich richer, and the poor poorer. They are 
the resi Bourbons of our country, and will 
have to be humbled, in some way. 

These Bourbon nabobs are eternally growl- 
ing about the so-called Ligh wages demanded 
by tradesmen and laborers, but where is 
there one of them who, if compelled to work 
for a living, would not demand higher wages 
than are now paid? They and their families 
imagine that the earth, its wealth, and the 
poor thereof, were made especially to minis- 
ter to their wants and pleasures, and, if the 
poor of their own race don't dance atten- 
dance upon them for barely enough filthy 
lucre to keep soul and body together, they 
straightway fill their places with cheap Johns 
from China, and have the brass to ask Gov- 
ernment to donate a portion of the people's 
money to be expended in bringing new Johns 
across the ocean. It is yet in the power of 
the laboring men of America to put a stop to 
the further importation of Asiatic slaves, and 
we hope that they will do it. Were there 
not enough white laborers in the country, to 
do the work of the country, employers might 
be excused for wishing to flood it with Chi- 
nese; but, when thousands of men and 
women of our own race are idle, and begging 
for bread, it would be an unpardonable crime 
on the part of the Government to add to 
their misery by assisting their oppressors in 
a speculation, the carrying out of which 
would add more to the misery and want of 
the white laboring people. No, if Govern- 
ment has money to give away, it should use 
it at home, on public works, or in transport- 
ing laborers from sections of tha country 
where their labor is not in demand, to other 
sections, where they can either work for 
themselves or other people. Whatever mon- 
ey is made by the white laborers and me- 

chanics, over and above the cost of living, is 
invested in the country and becomes a part 
of the country’s wealth. But, all that is 
made by Chinese is hoarded up, and at last 
finds its way to China. Besides, the white 
laboring men of the country, are its defense 
against foreign foes, and the time may not be 
far distant when the nabobs will split their 
throats encouraging, yea, begging them to 
strike for their “altars and their firesides.”

race as containing at least a portion of justice.

tion, and makes some allusions to the rights 
of white men having been trampled upon by 
the Government, in order to enlarge the Pima 
reservation, which, we are given to under- 
stand, has been enlarged to so great an ex- 
tent as to take in some of the farms around 
Florence, Pima county. This is, really, too 
| bad, if it be true, as is asserted, that the 
Pimas, had, previous to the extension of 
their reservation, 70,000 acres of good land, 
over and above the amount cultivated by 
them, The tribe is not increasing in num- 


hers, and we are ata loss to know the rea- 


sons that induced Government to take Jands 


from American and Mexican settlers and give 
them to the Pimas. Wonder why the Dele- 
gate in Congress has not raised his voice 
against so great a wrong? The writer of 
said lender—whoever he may be—goes a lit- 
tle too far when he asserts that “itis just 


“the policy of our Government when at peace 


with Indians to give them unbridled privi- 
leges and unlimited indulgence, and when at 
war to give them a severe letting alone.” 
This has, we know, been the policy of the 
Government, but is not at present, as wit- 
ness the recent castigations given them by 
Government troops, Indeed, we indulge the 
belief that the present administration—which 
the writer in the Arzonan believes is the 
Government—has changed its former ideas 
regarding the policy to be pursued in deal- 
ing with Indians, and is now pursuing a dif- 
ferent line of policy. At least Sherman and 
Sheridan—the right and left supporters of 
the “Government,” are heart and hand with 
the white people of the frontiers, and alive 
to the importance of speedily putting an end 
to a war in which so many brave Americans 
have fallen victims to murderous, thieving 
Indians. 


Sunday, May 7, two Mexicans went to the 
ranch of Captain Gay, near Tucson, and tried 
to scare therefrom a white herder named 
Gwin, but he not being of the scary order, 
drove the Mexican’s off. Six-shooters were 
used by both parties. Gwin's mule was shot 
from under him, by one of the Mexicans, 
when Gwin, in return, fractured the jaw-bone 
of one of the horses ridden by his assailants. 
The Mexicans then rode to Tucson and com- 
plained that Gwin had attempted to kill 
them. Gwin was arrested, and was about to 
undergo an examination, when it was dis- 
covered that his accusers had fled the town. 

The Apache Pass Mining Company’s mill 
was in successful operation. Strange to say, 
this number of the Arizonan has not a word 
so say in relation to the“rich” silver and 
placer mines said to have been recently 
discovered in its vicinity, unless an item to 


the effect that poor outsiders had better stay 
‘where they are than rush down there, can be 


construed to have some bearing on pros- 
pects, This advice is rather cool, coming as 
it does upon the heels of the big blasts it 
has blown about the unparallelled richness, 
and great extent of said mines, 


It gives an account of a sham battle that 
recently came off at the Papago rancheria, 
between Papago Indians (representing 
Apaches), and Mexicans. It ended, of course, 
by the Papagoes retreating. The fraud was 
Witnessed by a great many people.

Judge Berry to the Alta California.

The following communication was sent to 
the Alla California, with a request that they 
publish it, but as the editors of that Journal 
have not had the fairness to comply with 
that request, I now send it to you.

PRESCOTT, ARIZONA, April 15, 1870. 
Editors Alta California: 

ln your “Editorial Notes” in the Weekly 
Alta of April 2d, you do great injustice to 
Arizona. You ave pleased to speak of this 
Territory as “the Jand of the prickly pear 
and the scorpion.” You then go on to say 
that “in a few brief lines you are informed 
that the Apaches are roaming at will over 
the country.” As though this was anything 
new. You then proceed’ to say that “the 
small-pox bas broken out, and to crown all, 
the first carthquake of the period has just 
reached there,” Then yousum up the fate 
of “poor Arizona” in these words; “ Prick- 
ly-pear, and scorpions are bad enough, but 
when we come to throw in Apaches, small- 
pox and earthquakes, the country may as well 
be considered untenable.” 

Well, it is hard to be thus disposed of, and 
we did not expect this verdict from the Alia, 
a newspaper that in times past has had some 
good words to say for this struggling people. 
I trust that before being entirely wiped out, 
you will permit us to say a word in our de- 
fense. 

In the first place, permit us to say that 
your premises do not justify your conclusion, 
and the charges which you bring to sink this 
Territory into nothingness, come with a very 
bad grace from California. Secondly, as to 
Arizona being the land of the “ prickly-pear 
and the scorpion,” I have to say that Cali- 
fornia can beat us in these productions. I 
have resided for twenty three years on the 
Pacific slope. and I speak what I know when 
Tsay that California has more desert waste, 
more land unfit for human habitation, and 
producing not only the prickly-pear and scor- 
pion, but the horned toad, the centipede, the 
rattle-snake and the tarrantula, than Arizona 
can boast of. Thirdly: as to “the Apache 
roaming at will over the Territory,” that is 
too true, but the same state of things has 
existed in every Territory, as “the star of 
Empire has taken its way ” across the Amer- 
ican continent. Every step in the advance 
of civilization has been disputed by the mur- 
derous savage. But they have only retarded, 
they have never prevented the ultnmate subju- 
gation of any Territory. And where, let me 
ask,—where in the westward march of civil- 
ization—has any Territory been given up as 
“untenable” because of the hostility of the 
Indians? Echo answers, nowhere, 

The price that civilization has to pay isa 
fearful one, and we of Arizona, in common 
with the western pioneers, are paying that 
price. Many of our bravest mountaincers 
have fallen, and we who remain know not 
how soon it may be our turn; but bere we 
stand, on the extreme outpost of civiliza- 
tion, inhabiting the richest Territory on God's 
earth, and with all the draw-backs that we 
have had to encounter, or may yet have to 
encounter, we know that ıt cannot be said 
with trath that Arizona is “untenable.” 

As to “carthquakes,” the little one we had 
was “no great shakes.” Very few people 
felt it at all, and the idea of a San Francisco 
journal taunting us with “ earthquakes,” is 
particularly rich; knowing that in that city 
thousands live in hourly dread of having 
their houses tumbling down about their ears, 
for the very good reason that they reflect 
that “what has been may be again.” 

Your remark about small-pox I think is 
equally out of place. I have heard that this 
terrible disease has broken out in Tucson, 
down on the frontier, some three hundred 
miles south of this, but it has not reached 
Central Arizona yet, But suppose it had, 
suppose it was all over the Territory, in every 
house, would that be any reason to consider 
the Territory “untenable?” Not long since, 
that terrible scourge visited San Francisco, 
and remained there for a long time, carrying 
off thousands of your citizens; but I never 
read in any of your papers that San Francisco 
was considered untenable, in consequence. 

I cannot believe that the editorial para- 
graph to which I refer ever met the cye of 
either of the responsible editora of the Alta, 
before it was in print. I bave been a reader 
of the Alta ever since its first number, and it 
has been par excellence, my favorite journal. 
I have always held it in high estimation for 
its candor and fairness of expression. But 
for a brave and struggling people, endeavor- 
ing to open up to the benefits and blessings 
of civilization, a Territory possessed of min- 
eral wealth without a parallel on the earth, 
and also boundless agricultural resources; 
baffled in every step of our progress by the 
raids of the most blood-thirsty and treacher- 
ous savages that ever curged the American 
continent; I say, for such a people to be thus 
Hippantly disposed of, and their country pro- 
nounced “untenable, because in the southern 
part of this vast Territory there is some 
desert land, on which the prickly-pear grows, 
and where some scorpions exist; and because 

the Almighty has permitted that terrible 
scourge, the emall-pox, to enter the Tort- 
‘tory; ‘and Jast, because the earth has been

respectfully submit, unworthy of the Alta, 
Better, far bettor would it be to aid ugs in 
your widely circulated and inflyential journal 
in pressing upon the Goyernment tho. neces- 
sity of sending more troops to our relief, that 
our accursed foe may be subjugated or exter- 
minated, Then would commence a career of 
prosperity and growth unexampled on the 
continent. hen would these beautiful val- 
leys be peopled with a happy and thriving 
population, and our mines would pour their 
inexhaustible treasure into the lap ‘of our 
country; and Arizona would soon add anoth- 
er star to the constellation that composes the 
American Union.

Letter from La Paz. 


[CORRESPONDENOD ARIZONA MINER.) 


La Paz, Yuma County, Arizona, ? 
May 21, 1870. 


The District Court for Yuma county is in 
session. ‘The Grand Jury have iinished their 
investigations and have presented several in- 
dictments for murder, grand larceny, petit 
larceny, etc., the particulars we have, as yet, 
not learned. Judge H. H, Cartter and Gov. 
Coles Bashford arrived from your camp this 
morning, all hale and weil. Gov. B. was 
warmly greeted by the many old friends he 
has at this place. ‘Tbe arrival of these gen- 
tlemen of the legal profession is a Godsend 
for those who are in need of defense in court. 
Generally, no lawyer nor doctor is to be 
found in this both morally and physically 
healthful place. Judge Cartter is often sb- 
sent in other districts to attend to business, 
and Col Dobbins, our District Attorney, 
finds a better field fur his usefulness m the 
southern part of the county, where mast of 
the cases now on the docket originated. With 
the accession of the gentlemen of the legal 
profession we are also blessed, with 
the presence of a physiian Among 
the many gentlemen from Arizona City now 
here, is Dr, A. A. Mix, who is a welcome 
guest, although we think he will reapa 
slender harvest, professionally—the place 
being too healthy. A gentleman sent by 
Monsignor Salpointe, the Catholic Vicar Gen- 
eral of Arizona (Bishop of Dorylee) to take 
charge of our Catholic fellow-citizens in 
church and school, arrived last evening per 
steamer from Yuma. Hoe intends to reside 
here permanently, to guide and console un- 
happy consciences and teach the way to 
eternal happiness to the young.

Another steamer Janded 
some freight at this place yesterday, and 
started this morning bound to Mohave, The 
Colorado river is up as high as it was last 
year-—with a good prospect of a general 
overflow of the river bottoms, and conse- 
quently, a good hay and grain harvest, 

Mr. Harry Lambert, the now acting Su- 
permmtendent of the Planet mine at William's 
Fork, passed through this place to his home. 
He has shipped a good supply of provisions 
and will go to work in carnest, although 
work at the mine was never interrupted, al- 
together. A Frank, Esq., the successor of 
the film of Chris Laubenhemmer has received 
a fine stock of all kinds of goods and more 
freight for his store is expected overland, 
He does a good business as well as the rest 
of the merchants, and the place is generally 
lively and thriving. 

A shooting affray came off yesterday (May 
20,) at Ehrenberg, between J. W. Swartz 
and Mr. McIntosh; the latter was shot in 
the head and neck. Dr. A. A. Mix, who has 
just returned from the scene of strife, says 
that the wounded man is in a critical condi- 
tion, but may possibly survive. «The affray 
was a sequel of an old quarrel between the 
parties,

There is nothing more certain than that a ma- 
jority of the Apaches will have to be sent howling 
to Hades before the tribe wilf succumb and “let 
us alone,” and when it fs known that it costs the 
country several Hves and at least $500,000, to kill 
an Indian, it will be readily admitted that Sanford, 
his officers and men, did well for the country the 
day they made that fifteen strike. Later news 
says that in addition to killing 11 Indians and 
capturing 4, the troops found a large field of 
wheat, which they destroyed. Judging from this, 
we take it that the Indians killed were Finals, and 
rejolee the more, for the Pinal is by far the worst 
band of Apaches in the Territory. Hope Sanford 
and his command will meet with further success 
before retutning to McDowell.

ave no cause for complaint on the score of warm 
weather. The late frost did very little damage irr 
this section, and agricultural interests are loo. ing 
pretty falr, 

On last Friday, a8 two soldiers from the post 
were hunting in the mountains, about w mile from 
the post, they came suddenly upon three Indians 
sitting quietly in the rocks, A shot from ong of 
the soldiers, (which unfortunately failed to do its 
duty), was the firat intimation the red rascals had 
of the presence of'a white man, and the manner in 
which they “eut dirt” and got out of that was 
truly wonderful. On examining the spot where 
they bad been sitting, the men found three carth- 
en water vessels, which John, in his great haste, 
left behind. These were taken possession of, and 
taken to camp, I presume the Indians were bunt- 
ing for water, that article being pretty scarce at 
present in the mountains, 

Mining matters progress slowly, but favorably. 
Several new lodes have been located fw the dis- 
trict. Parties are out every day prospecting ond 
looking up new lodes. J would not be surprised 
if there were some rich placer diggings in this 
vicinlly, as several old maiisers say that the dirt, 
near several of the lodes, pays fifty cents, and 
over, to the pan.

THE DAYS OF OLD. 


{From the Now York World.) 

Although professors of physiology do sneer 
at those simple-minded folke who “pensively” 
look at the past, and who think there were 
once better days and better men than it is 
our lot now to look upon, yet one cannot help 
sometimes turning over the leaves of those 
obsolete records and getting from them— 
what comfort we may. There was once on a 
time a man named George Washington, whom 
a foolish orator—of course from the benighted 
South—said would always be “first in the 
hearts of his countrymen;” never dreaming 
of the unborn Lincoln, or any other Ulysses 
than him of Ithaca. He was a soldier who 
never shed a drop of unnecessary blood. He 
was a President who, when a house was 
offered to hin—not by a set of obsequious 
tuft-hunting flatterers (such never ventured 
near him), but by a commonwealth—refused 
it, and who did not think that the patronage 
of the government was of unseated land, on 
which all the adult settlers of his own family 
were to find a home. He never pensioned a 
relative, and never packed a court. 

Looking at his—this Washington’s—rec- 
ord, we find some curious things as to “rela- 
tives” and “judges,” which it is refreshing 
to read in the light of the present dispensa- 
tion. Washington married a widow, and we 
believe had no brothers-in-law-~certainly 
nobody married into the family in order to 


“operate” through the connection; and,§ 


while there was about that time a good deal 
of speculation in the funds, none of his pet 
soldiers were caught dabbling in it and dis- 
missed from office. He did not select as his 
advisers those who had given him the best 
douceurs, He chose men of reasonably good 
character to represent the country abroad, 
and did not think it necessary, on the home- 
opathic principle of “similia similibus,” to 
send to the dissolute Bourbon court of the 
Escurial an adept. But, though childless, he 
had one who stood to him in the place of a 
son—a nephew, Bushrod Washington —who, 
as a youth, had fought in the battles of the 
Revolution, and who was destined in later 
life, (appointed by anothor President) to be 
for more thaw thirty 
of John Marshall, a pillar of the Federal judi- 
ciary» Soon after the firat President’s induc- 
tion to office, Mr. Washington, a young Vir- 
ginia lawyer, made modest application to his 
uncle to be appointed District-Attorney for 
the Eastern Federal District of that then 
unmutilated commonwealth. It was a mod- 
erate request, diffidently made. On the 27th 
of July, 1789—we give the date, in order 
that President Grant may refer to it in case 
any more of the family are troublesome— 
George Washington replied: 
You cannot doubt my wishes

GENTLEMEN :—~An address to you jointly, on a 
subject of tho following nature may have o singu- 
Jar appearance; but that elngulority will not ox- 
ceed the evidence which is hereby piven of my 
opinion of and confidence in you, and of the opin- 
ion I entertain of your confidence and friendship 
for each other. The office lately resigned by Mr, 
John Rutledge, in the Supreme Judiciary of tho 
Union, remains to be filled. Will cither of you 
two gentlemen accept it? And, in that case, 
which of you? Of my sincere esteem and regard 
for you both I wish you be persuaded that lam, 
yours truly, Groxken WASHINGTON. 

May 2, 1791. 

And, strangest of all—one reads this as 
Niebuhr did the Roman legends—they both 
declined the offer, giving as a reason that 
they could better serve their country, and 
the Federal Union too, in the State Legisla- 
ture, of which they were members. Musing, 
“pensively” or not, on this forgotten inci- 
dent of our ancient story, characteristic alike 
of him who gave and those who received this 
mark of confidence, may we not be excused 
for sorrowing over the contrast of the past 
and the present? Where is the Executive 
now who can find two disinterested friends 
to be trusted thus? Where, under the at- 
mospheric influence that makes all, save very 
few indeed, seekers of offices and jobs, and 
fills every avenue to patronage with scram- 
bling assailants, rushing like the mob of 

Paris on the Swiss within—where shall we 
find two partisans who would refuse so bigh 
an honor for so high a reason ?
